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REPORT FROM THE ‘“*ROUND ROOM’”’ 


1958, Sutton’s one hundred and seventy-fourth as an in- 
corporated town, has been one of growth and development, and 
consequently we have chosen GROWTH as the theme of this 
Annual Report. While growth is not rapid here there has been 
some, and there are good indications that we may expect more 
in the future. 


Historically Sutton has passed through several periods in 
development which reflect the changing influences of social pro- 
gress in the United States. It is a fine tribute to our town gov- 
ernment and the men and women who have run it that adjust- 
ments have been made and the town has survived the ups and 
downs of its own economic life; and, more important, progressed 
and developed through these rapid and constantly moving social 
and economic influences of the nation and world of which we are 
a part. 


In the earliest years the economic life of the community was 
mainly agricultural; the labyrinth of stone walls through the 
woods and over the hills of our town indicate that huge tracts 
were cleared and used for agricultural purposes. In this period 
in number of human inhabitants and inventory of livestock our 
town reached its greatest size. Summary of Town inventories 
for the years 1925, 1900 and 1890 are printed elsewhere in this 
Report and provide an interesting comparison with the town 
inventory of 1958. Competition with western lands and the 
social changes of the fast developing Industrial Revolution brought 
on the abandonment of farming as the main stay of economic life, 
and it may have appeared that the community was doomed as 
pioneers left for the west and others went to work in the factories 
in the cities; the passing of an era is still mourned and we look 
with nostalgia at the cellar holes and overgrown fields and pastures. 
Sutton also had a fling with the Industrial Revolution in an era 
of small water-powered industries, but once again this economic 
life met competition too strong for it to survive and the small 
shops on Corporation Hill were closed and have crumbled to ruins 
marked by the remains of massive dams. Another hope of re- 
newed economic life appeared when the city dwellers started to 
come back to homes and farms in the country and our town was 
dotted with “boarding houses; and while only the largest of these 
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survive a trend was started which is becoming stronger, namely 
the growing number of non-residents who visit here, and more 
importantly who own property here. The emphasis has changed 
from boarding places to ownership of camps, cottages and houses; 
and more and more, due to improved transportation, visitors 
come here in all seasons of the year. 


The accompanying graph shows the percentage of growth in 
terms of Dollars of Valuation, 1950 through 1958, this is obviously 
slow, but nevertheless a healthy indication that we are growing. 
The cover of this Report shows this growth with pictures of 
some of the physical additions to our inventory of buildings in 
the past two years.

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As sketched above it can be seen that the economic and 
social factors determine the welfare of the town and its citizens; 
so what of the future? Perhaps we are too close to our times to 
make any adequate or accurate predictions, but it appears to us 
that the social and economic “climate’’ is favorable to more 
growth and development in Sutton in the years ahead. Some 
of the factors of this “‘climate’ which are favorable to Sutton 
are, this period of great National prosperity, tremendous growth 
of population, more leisure time for more people and with emphasis 
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on recreation and sports; and an ever-increasing number of re- 
tired people. Sutton has much to offer people, plenty of land and 
natural and man-made facilities for sport and recreation, homes 
for retirement, good community life, and a town government in 
good financial condition. And add to these factors the through 
highway which is to be built in Sutton that will make this area 
easily accessible to large Metropolitan centers. We realize that 
too sudden growth or the wrong kind of growth would not be 
advantageous, but let us trust that we could continue on the 
same course we are now on, and with some greater speed. 


The benefit to tax-payers of the increase of assessables can 
not be over-emphasized, for when the amount of money that the 
town has to raise to run its business is translated into Dollars 
owed by individuals in taxes, the importance of growth is very real! 
Therefore a note of caution should be added to this pleasant out- 
look. Unfortunately, while the inventory of assessables has been 
growing slowly, the amount to be raised by taxes has also been 
growing, and at a higher rate of speed. The above graph indicates 
how fast this process has been going on since 1950. For example, 
if the town had to raise $65,533.05 (the 1958 amount) on the total 
assessed valuation of 1950, $983,795: dividing the amount to be 
raised by the valuation the rate would have been $6.66 — the 
rate was actually $4.20. This too simple arithmetic should point 
out the very great importance of the growth of assessable property 
during those eight years; and suppose that there had been no 
growth of assessables, or even worse, that the total valuation had 
lessened? 


Highways 


For many years our highway department has had much 
trouble with the highway set-up at the Huntoon House at North 
Sutton and the roads leading to the cottages on Keyser Lake. 
Releases have been secured from all owners of property on these 
highways including rights to private highways and a new short 
road has been constructed which will by-pass the Huntoon House 
leading to the lake front cottages. We hope that this new road 
will be resurfaced this year. 


The new highway at Keyser Lake and Wadleigh Park which 
was built last fall by the State of New Hampshire under the 
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Chadwick Legislative Bill is nearly completed. We trust it will be 
finished early this season and will provide for launching small 
boats from trailers. This highway was built at no cost to the town 
for construction and there will be no cost for maintenance and will 
add much to the appearance of the whole area. 


The roadsides of most of the town’s highways were cleared of 
brush and bushes by use of our tractor and power bush-cutting 
attachment. 


The Duncan Fund money was spent in replacing a wooden 
bridge on the Baker road, replacing the bridge at the Pillsbury 
place and grading and oiling about 1,500 feet of highway at East 
Sutton. Plans are to extend this improved road next year. 


Approximately 1.4 miles of new T.R.A. highway has been 
graveled and graded from South Sutton on the Roby Corner Road. 
Plans are to oil and surface this highway next season and further 
extend it if T.R.A. funds are appropriated. 


A new gasoline pump and tank has been installed at the 
highway buildings which will lower the cost of gasoline and oil 
purchased and will also guarantee a supply especially for winter 
snow removal when our trucks are sometimes in operation all night. 


Cemeteries 


A final and complete survey has been made of all lots at the 
Millwoods Cemetery and suitable maps are available for town 
use. We, however, suggest a more detailed description in book 
form for all individual lots, for use by the cemetery caretaker and 
for the Town Clerk’s records. 


The purchase of the additional land at the North Sutton 
cemetery has been completed and any work in preparing this site 
may be started as soon as the weather permits. We suggest that 
this work be done under the direction of the Trustees of Trust 
Funds and that the Town appropriate a sum of five hundred 
dollars for their use.

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Acquisitions of Land by the Town 





Several parcels of land have been acquired by the town this 
year and include several highway rights of way, the North Sutton 
Cemetery land, and a deed to the land and the World War II 
Monument to guarantee its care and preservation for the future. 
There also were several tax deeds taken; some of these parcels 
have been sold back to the owners thus clearing the town’s books 
and clearing the titles for the occupants. One parcel and building 
was sold with an agreement that the structure be removed, and 
while it is a loss of assessable property the Selectmen felt that the 
town gained in this transaction in other ways. The Grist Mill 
property willed to the town several years ago was advertised for 
sale and sold to the highest bidder. 


Town Report 


Our 1957 Annual Report was given first place recognition in 
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the New Hampshire Annual Report Contest and in the New 
England Municipal Report Contest. The latter contest is spon- 
sored by the New England Council where the reports in the same 
population group from five states are entered in competition. The 
New England Council is forwarding a “Certificate of Outstanding 
Merit” to the Town of Sutton. 


Planning 


A town project of great importance and size has been in the 
talking and possible formation stage for some time. The proposals 
are far reaching and consist of a complete new set up of our fire 
department, new means of general maintenance of our new school 
building, Pillsbury Memorial Hall, library, highway department 
buildings, town hall and library lawns, common, cemeteries, the 
purchase of a school bus, a change in our town buildings for 
housing our highway, fire and school equipment. A capable person 
should be selected to have the necessary authority and assume the 
responsibility for the maintenance and management of this 
project. We hope that this subject will be open for general dis- 
cussion at our annual Town Meeting. 


We will propose that the Budget Committee allow the sum 
of $300.00 as a special appropriation for the repair and construct- 
tion of the Camp Blaisdell and Watkins Avenue highways. We also 
recommend that the highway from the Francis B. Johnson Home- 
stead to the foot of the hill at Bass Point road be resurfaced and 
oiled. 


Most of our towns-people already know of the proposed 
super four-lane highway connecting Concord and Lebanon which 
will enter Sutton at the Warner town line and will extend across 
the east part of Sutton and enter New London at our northern 
boundary. Fortunately, this highway will be built mostly through 
wooded areas but will no doubt cost the town a considerable sum 
in taxable property. It is hoped, however, that it will be a big 
asset to the town in attracting new comers to buy and to build. 
We anticipate many changes in our approach highways in this 
north and east area and the town officials should use every effort 
to see that these highways are so built and located to serve the 
best interest of the residents of our town. 
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The Selectmen have been criticized for some of their decisions 
this past year, but we have also had many compliments. Several 
people have stated that in their opinion our town is more attract- 
ive each year and that home owners are showing more interest 
in the appearance of their homes and surroundings. How about 


it folks? Let’s do our part!

2. Toraise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriation for 
the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the payment of aid to persons on public welfare. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the repair of highways and bridges. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not to exceed $1,247.69 for Town Road Aid; and the State to 


contribute $8,317.96. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,675.00 for street lighting. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for a Capital Reserve Fund for the construction 
of bridges, 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000.00 for a Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of 
highway equipment. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $75.00 for the Dartmouth-Lake Sunapee Region. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $550.00 for the maintenance of the Sutton Free Library. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for the observance of Memorial Day. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $400.00 for the New London Hospital. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $200.00 for the control of White Pine Blister Rust. 


14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,400.00 for the maintenance of the Fire Department. 


15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for forest fire fighting. 


16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $500.00 for laying out, grading, and fencing the new 
addition to the North Sutton Cemetery. 


17. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $300.00 for repairs to the road to Camp Blaisdell and 
Watkins Avenue. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
of money for the purchase of a road grader for the Highway 
Department, and pass any vote relating thereto.

19. Tosee if the town will vote to accept as a public town high- 
way the road leading from State Route #114 to the former 
O’Neil residence, known as “‘Fox Chase’, now owned by Albert 
Wilmarth, this highway to terminate at a concrete post at the 
intersection of the road to the Town Farm corner, so called, and 
the western driveway to said “Fox Chase’.

As it looks back over the past year, the Board of Library 
Trustees feel that this has been a very good year. We were for- 
tunate to have John Seymour on the board for a while and his 
experience in library work was a great help to us. 


Have you been in the Library recently? Did you know we 
have comfortable chairs by a cheery fire waiting for you? It was 
our good fortune to be the beneficiary of a small legacy to the 
Town and this was used to help the welcoming atmosphere of 
the reading room. 


All the books have been re-arranged on the shelves and those 
beyond repair have been discarded. We hope to have assistance 
from the State Library on a general sorting over of the books. 
That seems to be something every Library has to do occasionally 
to progress. 


Our circulation has about doubled this past year and we hope 
it doesn’t mean that the same persons are coming twice as often. 
No harm in that certainly, but if they come and bring some one 
with them our Librarian is delighted. Quite often we hear murmurs 
that we do not buy the kind of books you, our readers, like! Stress 
has been made lately on books for the younger generation and older 
teenagers. If any one has a particular book in mind which they 
recommend please notify Mrs. Csutor and she would be very glad 
to order it for you. 


Mr. Emil W. Allen of the State Library and Bookmobile 
has been very helpful and in September met with the board one 
evening to make suggestions and answer questions. 


On October 30, Mr. Allen was host at an ‘Open House” in 
our Library to the trustees and librarians in our area. He discussed 
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reading comfort, increased circulation, costs, etc. He also dis- 
played many attractive and interesting books. Everyone seemed 
to enjoy the evening and quite a few expressed surprise that 
Sutton possessed such a lovely library! 


The old books of the original library are gradually being 
collected and arranged in a section of the shelves. May we quote 
from one — Letters on the Improvement of the Mind, addressed 
to a Lady by Hester Chapone. ‘Reading, reflection, rational 
conversation, and, above all, conversing with God, by prayer and 
meditation, may preserve us from taking that anxious interest in 
the little comforts of our remaining days which usually gives birth 
to so much fretfulness in old people.” That was from a letter 
written by Mrs. Chapone in the early 1800’s to her fifteen- 
year old niece. 


A Grammar of Natural and Experimental Philosophy by 
Rev. David Blair in 1822 considers these topics — Dynamics, 
Hydrostatics, Hydraulics, Pneumatics, Acoustics, Galvanism and 
Magnetism. The wood engravings might easily pass for the 
present day “‘space drawings.” 


We are very proud of our library and its present day repre- 
sentation of books. Our aim is to have all our friends appreciate 
and enjoy the library to the utmost. 


Please everyone help us to have our Sutton Free Library 
progress.

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REPORT OF THE SUTTON SCHOOL BOARD 


During the school year 1957-1958 the School Board has been 
studying the feasibility of joining several surrounding towns in the 
formation of a co-operative school district. We have entered into 
this investigation in an effort to determine if it would be advan- 
tageous for Sutton to consider such a plan. At a special school 
meeting in November 1958 the School District voted 60 to 20 to 
authorize the School Board to continue the study of a “‘co-oper- 
ative’ school with special emphasis on a 9-12 co-operative. We 
have continued to attend the meetings and have served on the 
building, curriculum, and budget committees. The results of this 
study have produced much information which we feel we have 
weighed carefully and it is our recommendation that the Town of 
Sutton should seriously consider joining in this co-operative plan 
which is being formulated on a 9-12 basis. In the School District 
warrant of March 7, 1959, Articles 10 and 11 are pertinent to 
this proposition and these articles will be fully discussed and 
explained at the annual meeting. 


The emphasis on improved education, both facilities and 
curriculum, is country-wide and although we may not be presently 
aware of it we must realize that we, as citizens, are obligated to 
provide our children with an education which will sufficiently 
enable them to compete in our present day society. 


We are appreciative of the cooperation and interest of the 
Superintendent, teachers, pupils, janitor, and townspeople who 
are helping to keep our school building and curriculum one of 
which we may be proud.

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For the third year we have had the same staff of teachers, 
which is very helpful in getting a continuity of program. It has 
been helpful, too, in our program of trying to adjust the amount of 
work to the ability of the children so that brighter children can do 
more than the ordinary amount of work expected for the grade. 
Mrs. Lorraine Cadoo continues as Principal and middle-grade 
teacher. Mrs. Della Miller is the Primary teacher, and Mrs. 
Gladys Murray is the teacher in the upper grades. 


Fortunately we did not have to decrease the amount of time 
Miss Bailey was spending on the music program. The Hopkinton 
School Board hired another music teacher to take care of the 
Hopkinton Elementary Schools, so she could continue her work 
with the small towns. Miss Bailey is an excellent music teacher 
and it would have been extremely difficult to replace her had not 
the Hopkinton Board been so cooperative. 


Much work has been done by the school board on the study 
of the possibility of a cooperative school in this area. The idea of 
setting up a cooperative high school in this area is sound, and 
larger high schools are going to be created in New Hampshire. 
In some areas it is going to take a long time because of inter-town 
jealousies, and the difficulty of locating the school at a site which 
will be agreeable to all concerned. 


Interest in this area seems to be a cooperative for grades 
nine through twelve and if it goes through it looks as though it 
would be on this basis although financially Sutton would fare 
better in a grade one through twelve cooperative due to the value 
of our Elementary School. However, I should hate to see our own 
elementary school closed because I think at the present time we 
have an excellent program for our pupils. 


I enjoy my association with the school board, the teachers, 
and the community. Everyone has been very cooperative and 
very understanding, and that makes for good schools.
